Report of School Board. 


The Board of Education respectfully submits the following 
School report, for the vear ending February 15, 1898. 

In reporting our schools, we present some facts relative to 
their present condition, and the progress made the past year, 
with a few suggestions that seem to us worthy of wg consid- 
eration of parents and teachers. 

There is a marked improvement in the moral deportment 
of our schools, while the standard of scholarship compares 
favorably with that of the past. Teachersghave displaved 
more than ordinary skill in school management, and there 
exists a uniformity in the methods of teaching. 

A few complaints have been made, but the schools in gen- 
eral, have been quietly conducted. We urge upon parents the 
importance of personal interest in our school work. Visit 
often and see that the work is carried on properly. If your 
children know that yon are deeply interested in their educa- 
tion, they will become interested for themselves, and put forth 
a greater effort to do well. 

The object of our schools is to give to the pupils a moral, 
mental and physical training, and to impart to them as much 
useful knowledge as time and circumstances will admit. 
Every teacher who desires to keep abreast of the times, should 
make a constant search for the best methods of teaching. 
Books treating on school management, and Educational 
Journals, should be carefully read,and the teacher should also 
in other ways, qualify herself for the duties of her work. She 
should realize that a large share of the interests of the school 
is committed to her, and she should have a full sense of her in- 
dividual responsibility. The fidelity which enables her to he 
regular and prompt inthe discharge of her school duties, is a 
characteristic which is of the highest valueto her as a teacher. 
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School No. 2 has been temporarily discontinued for want 
of a suthcient number, of scholars, and the children have at- 
tended school No. 4. By this arrangement, each of the schools 
in town has been lengthened about two weeks. 

The amount of $166 has been expended in repairing the 
school house at Goss Corner, and a neat and attractive school 
room now takes the place of what has been fur years, a dingy 
and unhealthy apartment.
